In faraway 
Guatemala Castillo Armas was 
dead of an assassin’s bullets. 

Memory of him 
came flooding 
back.

President,of 
Guatemala, ask-

This was Castillo Armas. 


Just a short while before, at the 
head of a small army of volun- 
teers, he had captured the capi- 
tal, driving out a Commuunist-led 
army. He did not look like a 
hero. None does in an ill-fitting 
blue suit. But he was very much 
a hero, and a legitimate one from 
every viewpoint. 

Later we talked at length with 
him. And still later had dinner 
and luncheon with him. He was 
a modest man, quite lacking in 
any arrogance or boastful pride. 
He seemed almost a_ subdued 
man, rather than a victorious one.

The former -president, Jacob 
Arbenz, had been a power-mad 
drunkard. His wife was a shrew- 
ish Lady Macbeth type, bent on 
revenge against the wives of the 
army and the society of the capi- 
tal city. They, knowing her un- 
savory background, had snubbed 
her. She was, in fact, a small- 
time Evita Peron. These two, 
Arbenz and his ambitious and in- 
telligent wife, had fallen for Com- 
munist gold. They had, slowly 
but surely, killed off their opposi- 
tion in the army and in politics. 
The shocking murders of their ad- 
ministration were on a par with 
those of any other dictatorship.

It was a dedicated 
army. The United States did not 
directly assist it. But we did give 
encouragement and what diplo- 
matic aid was possible.

Car- 
rying a small bomb or so, and 
armed also with the machine guns 
for strafing, these two pilots 
proved the difference. The Com- 
munist leader Arbenz had an 
army of 7,000. It possessed ar- 
tillery and tanks. But it was not 
a dedicated army. And it did 
not like bombs from the sky. It 
was made up largely of con- 
scripted Indian peasants and it 
had no heart for fighting. 

Gen. Armas captured the capi- 
tal, Arbenz and his Communist- 
fattened carrion flock fled with 
him.

Gen. Armas put on display sev- 
eral tons of the many hundreds 
of tons of Communist literature 
left behind. A vast room .in the 
palace was filled with it. It in- 
cluded pictures of the many pa- 
triots tortured, murdered and mu- 
tilated by the Communist police 
and army thugs of Arbenz’ gov- 
ernment. 

Slowly the people learned the 
truth. 

Guatemala, one of the most 
beautiful countries in the world, 
is also one of the poorest. The 
Arbenz Communists had looted it. 
The population of about 3,000,000 
is almost 60 per cent Indian peas- 
ant, miserably poor on substand- 
ard patches of land. 

The problem was enough to 
make a man appear subdued. 

Gen. Armas took over a bank- 
rupt country, its army, people 
and much of its population sick 
with the disease of communism’s 
propaganda and terror. The rul- 
ing class wanted to go back to the 
old ways. Gen. Armas had to 
contend with them. He had to 
undo much the Communists had 
done in the name of reform. It 
looked to the illiterate peasant as 
if he were against them. 

Slowly, surely he began to win 
his fight. 

He was seeing daylight at the 
time the darkness of death en- 
veloped him. 

That screening of palace guards 
was so ineptly done as to allow 
a Communist to become one and 
carry out assassination is incred- 
ible. But it was. And poor 
Guatemala faces another crisis.

Affection and guidance has been 
substituted for force. The girls’ response 
proves the wisdom of this course.

Guides To Issuing 
Compliments Cited 


In this column yesterday I urged your consider- 
ation of The Compliment Club, originated by Dr. 
George W. Crane. The membership requirement 


is that one must pay one compliment per day to at least three different 
people and keep up the process for a minimum of 30 consecutive days. 
Required also is that you keep a written record of each compliment. 


In discussing the club, Dr. Crane 
gives five basic laws which should 
be kept in mind. 

(1), Pay direct, personal com- 
pliments, Learn to be a bit dif- 
ferent in what you say. Nearly 
20 years ago a certain man had 
dinner at our house. After the 
meal he turned to my wife and 
said, ‘“‘Madam, this was not a din- 
ner; this was a banquet.’’ My wife 
has never forgotten that compli- 
ment nor ceased to appreciate it. 

(2). Ask people for information 
or advice, for direction or an ex- 
pression of opinion. A question is 
one of the most subtle yet finest 
forms of compliment. It makes the 
person you ask feel superior and 
it lifts his sense of self-apprecia- 
tion. 

(3). Impute knowledge and ex- 
perience, strength and maturity to 
your associates. Once a penniless 
actor was approached by a man 
and asked if he could change a 
$20 bill. “I can’t change it but 
thanks for the compliment,” re- 
plied the actor. In recent years 
there has come into our vocabu- 
laty a new term—‘egg-head.” 
That is one who displays his intel- 
ligence and education to the point 
of making others feel inferior. We 
do not like “egg-heads.”’ Instead,

we like people who think of us 
as being intelligent and well-edu- 
cated. 

(4). Be sure to intimate that 
the other person has, or at least 
at one time had, physical charm 
or “‘it.’’ Most men secretly enjoy 
being thought of as a Don Juan 
or Romeo. Women spend much 
money and time making them- 
selves attractive. Even if a woman 
has grown so old that any refer- 
ence to her physical charm would 
be completely out of order, still 
she delights in hearing “You 
can't fool me, grandmother. I'll 
bet you were the life’of the party 
before you married grandfather.” 

(5). Compliment the products or 
children of your associates, or 
their dogs and cats, goldfish or even 
a geranium. Remember the old 
adage to the effect that when you 
lay your hand upon the child’s 
head, you place it on the mother’s 
heart. When you compliment that 
in which a person is most inter- 
ested, you compliment him in the 
best way, 

The Compliment Club, as Dr. 
Crane presents it, is not shallow. 
It is a genuine way to obey the 
Lord's command, ‘‘Love thy neigh- 
bor.”’

WASHINGTON—If the people of the United 
States are to protect themselves against the havoc 
and horror of hurricane disaster, 


it is vital to 


know: That the greater danger to lives and property still lies ahead 
this summer and fall. That the principal hurricane months are August, 


September and October. 

That, as the plight of the Came- 
ron Parish in southwest Louisiana 
grimly showed, we must in sheer 
self-defense act upon the Weather 
Bureau warnings more alertly and 
faithfully. 


Millions of people need to know 
more about the practical precau- 
tions they can take to save -them- 
selves and their homes. 

Although the means of plotting 
and predicting the course of tropi- 
cal storms are improving, the dan- 
ger from hurricanes is increasing. 
For reasons unknown the number 
of hurricanes imperiling the North 
American continent has _ been 
steadily mounting. For the past 70 
years the average number per 
vear was four. During the past 
decade the average number was 
seven. 

The Weather Bureau in Wash- 
ington counsels people to familiar- 
ize themselves with the character- 
istics of these storms. 

Hurricanes are large, revolving 
storms, accompanied by violent, 
destructive winds, heavy rains, and 
high waves and tides. 

The winds whirl counterclock- 
wise (in.the Northern Hemisphere) 
with the highest speedsinéa circu- 
Jar band beginning at the edge of 
the “eye’’ and extending out 20 
to 30 miles or more.

Betrayed the People

In 1909, in vetoing a bill to per- 
mit a private company to build a 
dam across the James River in 
Missouri, President Roosevelt ex- 
pressed the concern of the federal 
government, representing all the 
people, in proper utilization and 
development of our rivers. He 
warned against a monopoly of 
great utilities that he foresaw— 
and most prophetically. For we 
have seen such develop. 


We saw the public revolt against 
that monopoly. We saw the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission §investi- 
gate it during the late Hoover ad- 
ministration and the early Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt administration. 
We saw Congress regulate it. Now 
we see it back again today. 

Theodore Roosevelt said: ‘To 
give away, without conditions, this, 
one of the greatest of our re- 
sources, would be an act of folly. 
If we are guilty of it, our chil- 
dren will be forced to pay an an- 
nual return upon capitalization 
based upon the highest prices 
which ‘the traffic will bear.’ 

‘“‘They will find themselves face 
to face with powerful interests, in- 
trenched behind the doctrine of 
‘vested rights’ and _ strengthened 
by every defense which money 
car buy and the ingenuity of able 
corporation lawyers can devise.” 

While he was President, Theo- 
dore ™ osevelt set aside vast 
acreages of our public lands to 
preserve them for our people. He 
set aside by executive order the 
present Hell’s Canyon site along 
the Snake River as part of our 
forest preserves, to protect it 
irem the possible future ‘‘give- 
away” that he feared. 

Now, half a century later, his 
fears have materialized—in_ the 
éedministration ~f another Republi- 


can President which spensored the 
“giveaway’’ of the same va!uable 
hiell’s Canyon site to the Idaho 
Power Co. of Augusta, Me. Vir- 
tually all hope now has been lost 
of recovering this for the public 
anc. for developing it by a single 
high dam built by the federal gov- 
ernment—as recommended in the 
comprehensive plan of the Army 
Engineers for the Columbia River 
system of which it is a part. 

This is because of defeat by the 
House Interior Committee, 16 to 
14, of the Post Bill, similar to the 
Morse Bill which was passed re- 
cently by the Senate. That bill 
would have annulled the FPC li- 
cense to Idaho Power to build 
three small dams on the Snake 
River, and authorize, instead, the 
Single high dam. 

In the 1956 national election, the 
tiell’s Canyon issue was stressed 
by Democrats in the Pacific North- 
west and generally is credited with 
being a major factor in the Dem- 
ocratic sweep in Oregon, Washing- 
ton and Idaho. 

But despite this rebuff, the ad- 
ministration has gone right ahead 
to hand over Hell’s Canyon to 
Idaho Power. It is an old, fa- 
miliar story—the people against 
powerful economic interests. As 
in sO many cases, they are ab- 
sentee interests, for most of the 
ewners of Idaho Power are far 
from the Snake River. Most of 
them are in the East. 

In closing, we might go back to 
Theodore Roosevelt for his obser- 
vation that “The great corpora- 
tions are acting with foresight, 
singleness of purpose and vigor to 
control the water power of the 
country.”

Strenethens 
Weak Back

easier, two common ailments 
that beset us are overweight 
and backache. One condition 
can aggravate the other.

It's no favor to a weak back 
to be burdened with excess fat 
on the waist and abdomen. 
Moreover, with an aching back 
one is less inclined to take 
physical exercise and more 
prone to overweight. 

The solution is to stop over- 
eating and start corrective 
exercise to strengthen the mus- 
cles of the back. If your back 
is not normally strong you 
should avoid strenuous or jerky 
calisthenics and all movements 
which involve twisting. The fol- 
lowing exercises are recom- 
mended by orthopedic  spe- 
cialists for strengthening back: 
muscles: 

Position: Lie on back, with 
left knee bent, and right leg 
straight down, arms down at 
sides. 

BACK AGAINST FLOOR 


Movement: Pull up snugly 
with abdominal muscles and 
press small of back flat\against 
the floor. Now raise right leg 
a few inches off floor, and hold 
the muscle contraction to a 
slow count of § six. Slowly 
lower leg to floor. Repeat this 
four to six times. Relax. Then 
again press small of back 
against floor, bend right knee, 
raise left leg and _ hold. 
Throughout the exercise main- 
tain the up-and-in pull on the 
abdominal muscles. 

Position: Lie on back on 
floor, both knees bent, goles 
of feet flat on floor. 

Movement: Place palms of 
hands on thighs. Lift head and 
shoulders off the floor, slowly 
sliding palms toward knees. 
Hold for a slow count of six, 
not holding breath. Slowly re- 
turn to starting position. Re- 
peat three to six times.

Position: Lie face down, 
head pillowed on folded arms.
